Grew Rapidly From Beginning 

Money poured in from well-wishers from (it v. countv and 
state after the first issue ol The Jcllersoniaii, Thursday, June l.'i, 
1907, and letters ol congratulation, frwiueiitly containing sub- 
scription money, came from other states (later from ioicign 
lands). 

Both advertising and subscrip- 
tions had increased by the time 
the second issued appeared, 
Thursday, June 20, and in this 
issue was printed many of the 
"Good things" that were being 
said by voice or in writing. 

E. R. Sprowl, an enterprising 
backer, had three big ads in the 
paper, and Hofelich & Lausman 
had three, after exceptional re- 
sults from their advertising in the 
first issue. E. R. Sprowl & Co. 
advertised real estate, auctioneer- 
ing and insurance. The H. & L. 
firm, "the First Grand Bargain 
Fair," set to open Saturday, June 
22, 1907. 

The H. & L. firm did enough 
business, after the first ad ap- 
peared in The Jeffersonian, to 
pay for their quite liberal adver- 
tising contract for one year, they 
■aid. They accommodated their 
country-around customers by ac- 
cepting "Fresh Country Eggs and 
Butter In Exchange for Goods." 
This at "highest market prices." 

The Courier-Journal, the Lou- 
isville Times and the Louisville 
Post all had ads in the paper. 
The C.-J. was then publishing a 
weekly edition. 

The Post, in its ad, offered The

The best quality of both broad 
and curly leaved endive is ob- 
tained by giving the plants plenty 
of room in the row so they mature 
loose heads. The leaves grow crisp 
and turn cream colored at the base. 
Newer varieties lack the bitter tang 
which older forms used to have be- 
fore frost had sweetened them. It 
is no longer the practice to bleach 
the leaves by tying them up, or 
placing the heads between boards, 
as this reduces the vitamin content 
of the leaves. 

Endive not only stands hot weath- 
er better than lettuce, but It re- 
mains in good condition longer in 
the fall, being improved in quality 
by frosty weather.
